have two Republican tickets in the 
field in the coming state campaign. 
Likewise two sets of delegates Trill go 
to the national convention at Philadel- 
phia. As expected, the state conven- 
tion split here, the Evans contingent 
walking out aud holding a convention 
of their own. YE". F. Poston of Crockett 
county is its gubernatorial selection, 
while John E McCa.ll is at the head of 
the state ticket named by the conven- 
tion over which Congressman Brown- 
low presided. Pension Commissioner 
Henry Ciaj Evans will lead one dele- 
gation to the national convention, 
while the other will be directed from 
the background'by Congressman and 
National 
Cotamitteeman Walter P. 


Brownlow. Both delegations are in- 
structed for HcKinley. 


The situation is the outcome of a 


bitter factional fight that has -svaged in 
the state for some time. The expected 
storm broke m the state convention 
soon after it met, and the Evans men 
bolted, about 10 of them having a con- 
vention of their own. The split came 
when the "uncontested" delegates re- 
fusea to substitute the minority for 
the majority report of the committee 
on credentials. That committee pre- 
sented a report seating Brownlow del- 
egates from 16 contested counties, and 
both delegations from 13 counties The 
minority recommended the seating of 
Evins delegates in each instance.
